Valleys I saw some fine fields of wheat, 
and three fourths of them w ill yield 
a good average crop.

more promising.

tiut its ravages are not so severe.

failure were the Hessian My and too 
eaily seeding 
Nearly all the seeding 
was done last September.

A notable change in its habits Is 
that It does business by day as well 
aa at night. 
Mrs Bertha Ross Is the first victim. 
She was in the garden working when 
one of the insects flew out of the 
vegetation, stung her upon the lips 
aud at once flew away. 
Mrs. Ross’ lips im m ediately swelled 
to four or five 
times their normal 
site. A doctor was consulted and he 
ordered her taken to a hospital in 
Omaha, where she is reported to be 
recovering. 
The kissing bugs are about an inch 
in length, dark brown, with wings of 
a light red color. They fly with great 
rapidity and are seldom seen in places 
where there is a bright light. In sting­ 
ing they always give warning by mak­ 
ing a sharp, shrill sound. 


Discussion 
of 
Citizenship 
Leagues 
Precipitates Warm Discussion and 


Attack on Social Attitude of Chria 


tlans. 


Atlantic City, July 8.—A Christian 
Endeavor convention, 20,000 
strong, j 
packed Into the Million Dollar pier 
aud enthusiastically greeted President ( 
Taft. 
All of the people who wanted; 
to see the president could not get Into. 
the main hall of the pier, although ltj 
•eats 14,000 people and the aisles were 
packed. 
A second meeting was held in the 
hall at the end of the pier. 
The pres­ 
ident went from the main hall where 
lie delivered his address 
and than 
went to the end of the pier to greet 
the 6000 people who had waited two 
hours in the other hall to meet him. 
Booker T. Washington spoke to the 
crowd at the end of the pier while it 
waited for the president. 
The president said the arbitration' 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United 
States 
has reached such a 
stage that there is no doubt as to the 
signing of the pact. 
“I am glad to say,*' said the presi­ 
dent, “that today we have 
reached 
such a point in the negotiations for a 
treaty of universal arbitrations with 
one of the great 
European powers, 
that we can confidently predict the 
signing of a satisfactory treaty. 
“The arbitration treaty heretofore 
with Great Britain and other coun-j 
tries has excepted from the causes1 
which may be arbitrated those which J 
involved the vital interests of either 
party or Its honor. 
“The treaty which we are now clos-, 
ing with Great 
Britain 
eliminates 
these exceptions and provides that ail 
questions of International concern of 
a justifiable character shall he sub­ 
mitted to the arbitration of an impar­ 
tial tribunal." 
The president expressed the hope 
that eventually half a dozen European 
countries may make similar treaties. 
Such action, he said, would not abol­ 
ish war, hut would furnish a forcible 
instrument in preventing it. 
Rev. Thomas Evans, of Nebraska, 
precipitated a warm discussion In the 
convention over uaming the proposed 
league to advocate good citizenship. 
Dr. Evans, who spoke in favor of 
the use of the word “good" rather 
than the use of the word “Christian, * 
declared that he wanted every inhab­ 
itant of the United States, he he or 
she Hebrew, Christian or Mohamme­ 
dan, Mormon or Buddhist, to join in 
the effort to raise the standard of citi­ 
zenship of the country. 
Other speakers opposed this all em ­ 
bracing suggestion, one even going bo 
tar as to say that he did not want He­ 
brews in the movement at all and that 
he thought the work could tie done 
very well without them. 
“It has been said." declared 
this 
speaker, "that Hebrews object to the 
word Christian being used to desig­ 
nate these leagues. If Hebrews can't 
come In under the heading Christian 
they need not come in at all. I for my 
part don't want them." 
This last statement was too much 
for Dr. Evans, who hotly replied: 
“Good citizenship Is (letter than had 
citizenship and the Hebrews are good 
citizens. 
I for my part want all sects 
and 
denominations to join in this 
movement. The trouble with us church 
members nowadays is that we are get­ 
ting to be pharisees of the worst kind. 
We put up liars that Christ knocked 
down when he was ou earth and then 
tailor to defend our actions, wasting 
line and energy that had (letter he ap­ 
plied to helping the world get (letter. 
Even 
those who are not Christians 
will be the better lur joining in this 
good citizenship movement." 
The meeting was held in St. James* 
Methodist Episcopal church to discuss 
this movement ami to devise ways of 
forwarding the Idea. It was after Dr. 
ITvans 
had 
Introduce*! a resolution 
which he wished the meeting to en­ 
dorse. in which he used the words 
good citizenship'* instead cif “Chris­ 
tian citizenship," that the argument 
started 
Rather than disrupt the con- 
tercnce, Dr. Evans withdrew his mo­ 
tion, leaving the individual churches 
to work out the idea in their own way, 
tor there was not a shadow of opposi­ 
tion toward endorsing the idea as a 
whole.

After Repairs Were Made Bird-Men 
Were Plunged Into Ocean at Atlan­ 
tic City Upon Starting For Wash­ 
ington. 


Atlantic City, July 8.—Two kinds of 
death faced Harry N. Atwood and 
Charles K. Hamilton, the young avia­ 
tors, shortly after they left the beach 
off Ohio avenue for their fly to Wash­ 
ington. 
They were finally plunged Into the 
breakers at Kentucky avenue, their 
machine badly damaged and both had 
narrow escapes from drowning before 
they were released from the aetwork 
of tangled wires, after a thrilling bat­ 
tle against a strong northeast wind, 
hampered by a damaged propeller. The 
flight was abandoned for the day. 
Hamilton had just started to climb 
into the seat next to the engine when 
a big bulldog, frightened by the sud­ 
den racket of 
the 
blades, dashed 
through the lane of 
admirers. 
He 
dashed under the plane and run into 
the left propeller full tilt. There was 
a hump and a grind and the dog was 
whirled 
Into the 
crowd, killed In­ 
stantly. 
Atwood 
stopped 
the 
engine, and • 
when the propellers came to a stand­ 
still It was discovered that the dog s 
body had split the blade for a half 
foot. The young Bostonian was anx­ 
ious to be off, hut he had no other 
propellers on hand. Hamilton spliced 
the break with wire. 
Atwood, anxious to he off, started 
his engines going 
Hamilton climbed 
into the seat 
beside him 
and they 
started off on the first attempt at a 
flight. 
Before they had gone a square the 
thousands on the 
beach saw 
that 
something was wrong. Atwood could 
uot get the plane to rise over a hun­ 
dred feet. The strong northeast wind, 
which threatened to develop into a 
storm, blew the frail craft first up, 
then down until It almost touc tied the 
breakers. 
As they passed Illinois avenue a 
sudden gust of wind blowing around 
the Traytuore hotel (aught the ma 
chine on one side. Atwood held bis 
nerve and managed to swerve out fur­ 
ther over the water. He tried to lift 
the plane, hut the wind again bit the 
ma* bine. 
Atwood swung around tuward the 
beach, hut the wind plunged the craft 
down into the breakers in ten feet of 
water. 
Before the life guards, who started 
to the rescue, could reach them, At­ 
wood and Hamilton had got out of the 
machine aud were trying to get the 
machine ashore.

He is Andre Conneau, a lieu­ 
tenant in the French navy, who under 
the “Wing Name” of Beaumont finish­ 
ed first In the 1000 miles international 
circuit aviation race. 
By his victory the dashing naval of­ 
ficer wins $4o,0oo In cash. His actual 
flying time for the 1000 mile course 
was 58 hours, 36 minutes aud 45 asc­ 
ends.

Poland Garros, who flew a "Demol- 
sellla" monoplane in the United States 
last year and who now flies a Blerlot, 
as does Conneau, was second, with a 
total flying time of 62 hours, 18 min 
utcs and 3 4 seconds. Vldart In a De 
Lei dussia monoplane was third, in 73 j 
hours, 32 minutes.

As Conneau recently won the race 
I rom Paris to Rome, with more than 
$2‘),000 in prizes, he is now regarded 
as the 
wealthiest and 
most skilful 
French aviator, and Frenchmen regard 
him as the foremost bird man on earth. 
The French navy Is particularly proud 
of Ids achievements. 


Contest of Monoplanes. 
The race was one which, by a pro­ 
teas of elimination, was reduced to a 
contest between monoplanes. A few 
biplanes of the Wright, Farman and 
Sommer types were among the thirty- 
nine aeroplanes that made the start. 
The two-decked machines were soon 
left hopelessly behind. 
Volatile Paris is mad with joy be­ 
cause of Conneaut triumph. His name 
is upon all the boulevards and his 
photograph Is everywhere. Vedrlnes, 
who wa* the popular favorite at the 
start, is almost forgotten. 
The nine survivors started at Ca­ 
lais on the bual leg to Paris, with a 
stop at Amiens. Kiniuierliug had a 
bad fall into a wheat field near Bou­ 
logne Sur Mer, His machine capsized 
and was demolished. The aviator, for 
a wonder, escaped injury and gamely 
motored back to Calais, where he pro­ 
cured a new aeroplane and made a 
fresh start. 
A vast crowd was at Vincennes in 
anticipation of the finish, but cordons
